 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 14 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 15

 (a) In sentencing a defendant to imprisonment, a court shall sentence the 18 

defendant for a period that will expire between the first day of April and the last day 19 

of August if the court considers it expedient to do so. 20 

 

 (b) In sentencing a defendant to imprisonment in compliance with subsection 21 

(a) of this section, a court may sentence the defendant to imprisonment for not less 22 

than 18 months if the punishment required for the crime is at least 2 years.] 23 
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 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 1 

October 1, 2010. 2
